Coached by Gary Zarecky, the Devil “hoopsters” 
climbed their way to the top by beating such teams 
as Vista, Morse, and Madison in pre-season competi¬ 
tion. In the prestigious Kiwanis tournament, the Dev¬ 
ils met up with teams from Kearny, Crawford, and 
Grossmont, but tasted their first defeat in the cham¬ 
pionship game, losing to the Patriots of Patrick Hen¬ 
ry. 

“We didn’t start off playing team ball until the vital 
loss to Patrick Henry. After the loss, we came around 
as a team and began to break all types of records 
(individual, team, and C.I.F.),” stated All-American, 
Tyrone Miller. In league play, Sweetwater downed 
Hilltop, Bonita Vista, Castle Park, and Montgomery 
to gain an 8-0 win-loss record, and a 23-2 overall 
record, losing a heart breaker to Fallbrook in the 
C.I.F. quarterfinals. The Devils hit a total of 2,292 
points this season, averaging 91.7 points a game. 

With All-Americans, Aaron Combs and Tyrone Mill¬ 
er, and transfer student Terry Fields, the Red Devils 
excited fans everywhere with an awesome total of 68 
seasonal “slam dunks.” 

Without a doubt, one of this year's finest ball han¬ 
dlers was number 24, Wesley Saleaumua. The six 
foot Senior guard put the moves on many players 
from other schools. Wesley, a fine all around athlete, 
will be attending the University of Utah this fall on a 
football scholarship. Wesley's main goal while in col¬ 
lege is to “beat Brigham Young in front of Utah.” 

Junior guard, Terry Fields came to Sweetwater 
from Chula Vista where he played Varsity basketball 
his sophomore year. Terry had a very successful sea¬ 
son while wearing a red and gray uniform. He was 
named the Star News Player of the Year, and was 
also selected on the All-Metro 1st team. Terry looks 
forward to a very promising season next year. 

Junior Swingman, Reggie “Radar” Wallace set his 
sights high this season. His goals to become a better 
dribbler and outside shooter were obtained early in 
the season as many people were amazed with his 25 
foot jumpers. Reggie averaged 9.5 points a game. 
“My biggest goal next season is to average over 19 
points per game. Others are to get more rebounds 
and average at least one slam per game.” 

Tyrone “T-Bone” Miller was a big asset to the Devil 
Dynasty. The All-American Senior forward totaled 
449 points, averaging 18 points a game. He also 
pulled down a total of 402 rebounds to average 16.1 
per game. Tyrone ended his season with 19 slam 
dunks. Tyrone feels that he didn’t fully play up to his 
potential until the last half of the season. “I did not 
start the season playing up to my potential. About 
the last twelve games I was pretty much satisfied 
with my play, but I still could have been better.” 
Tyrone was chosen to the All-Metro league 1st team 
and also as Player of the Year.

Perhaps the most impressive and exciting thing 
about basketball is watching a player execute a 


“slam dunk.” 

This year, Aaron Combs treated fans to a total of 
37 dunks which added to his 454 total points per 
season. Being a very hard worker is what made 
"A.C.” such an outstanding ball player. Aaron was 
also named as a high school All-American. Only two 
others to have ever played for Sweetwater, Michael 
Pitts, and Tyrone Miller have been awarded this title. 
Aaron will be attending the University of Oklahoma 
next fall where he plans to “work hard at everthing I 
do and to help my team to go all the way to the NCAA 
finals and win it." 

Wearing number 12 this season was Senior guard, 
Jon Bayari. Jon was an excellent dribbler with an 
impressive outside shot. He averaged 1.4 points per 
game and dished out 2.1 assists per game, once ob¬ 
taining 14 in a single game which came close to learn 
and grow. He is also an excellent student and plans to 
attend college and further his education. 

Other members of the devastating team were Sen¬ 
ior guard, Albert “Sach” Gomez, Delbert “D.J.” 
Johnson, Wade Lockett, Nate “The Skate” Suggs, 
and of course, who can’t forget Danny Saleaumua 
who always put a smile on everyone's face who 
watched him. The Red Devils are very proud of the 
accomplishments they made as a team, and will al¬ 
ways remember the season of 1982 as a season of 
“winners.”
